REPORT  ON  MISSIONS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Missions,  hereby  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Whereas,  we  all  recognize  the  glorious  privilege  and  duty  of 
missions,  by  virtue  of  Christ's  last  commission,  we  jointly  and 
severally  emphasize,  enjoin  and  command  each  and  all  members 
of  this  Convention  to  embrace,  maintain,  and  fervently  teach  our 
duty  and  Scriptural  obligation  to  God  and  humanity  through  and 
by  missions,  therefore  be  it  resolved : 

First,  That  we  request  every  minister  and  church  in  the  Con- 
vention, individually  and  collectively,  to  pray  and  labor  for  the 
promotion  of  missionary  work  providentially  committed  to  The 
Pentecostal  Holiness  Church  in  the  various  mission  fields. 

Second,  That  a  missionary  society  be  organized  in  each  church, 
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in  which  monthly  meetings  are  held  for  the  creation  of  a  deeper 
interest  in  mission  work,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  information 
concerning  the  needs  of  each  field  and  the  work  done  by  oiir 
missionaries  occupying  the  same. 

Third,  That  each  member  of  the  several  societies  contribute  as 
a  minimum  at  least  one  cent  per  day,  throughout  the  next  conven- 
tional year,  and  as  much  more  as  self-sacrifice,  frugality,  and  dili- 
gence may  increase  our  ability  to  give.  That  this  be  urged  and  en- 
couraged by  frequent  missionary  appeals,  incited  and  augmented 
by  maps,  lectures  of  returned  missionaries,  safe  literature,  and 
other  legitimate  means  calculated  to  accelerate  and  enlarge  the 
work  of  missions. 

That  special  diligence  be  made  obligatory  and  binding  "upon  all 
duly  commissioned  members  of  this  Convention  to  do  all  in  their 
power  in  prayer  and  effort  during  the  ensuing  year  to  make  it  the 
most  prosperous  and  fruitful  of  any  year  in  its  history  for  the 
cause  of  missions.

Whereas,  we  all  recognize  the  great  need  of  literature  on  full 
gospel  lines,  and  whereas  a  publishing  company  composed  of  Pen- 
tecostal people  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  the  publication  of  such 
literature,  therefore,  be  it  resolved : 

First,  That  this  Convention  recommends  to  all  our  people  the 
reading  of  good  books  on  full  Pentecostal  lines,  such  as  those  writ- 
ten by  N.  J.  Holmes,  F.  M.  Britton,  J.  H.  King,  G.  F.  Taylor,  A. 
G.  Canada,  C.  F.  Noble,  and  Ralston's  Elements  of  Divinity.  (The 
last  named  comprises  the  Doctrines,  Evidences,  Morals,  and  In- 
stitutions of  Christianity.) 

Second,  That  all  people  be  urged  to  subscribe  for  and  circu- 
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late  The  Apostolic  Evangel,  and  such  other  Pentecostal  papers 
as  are  sound  in  doctrine.
